1. "DEAR JACK: DURING MY JULY 1 MEETING WITH FONMIN VAN DER 
STOEL I MENTIONED POSSIBILITY OF YOUR STOPPING OFF BRIEFLY IN THE 
HAGUE ON THE MORNING OF JULY 9 ON YOUR WAY BACK TO NEW YORK. VAN 
DER STOEL SAID HE HAD HEARD NOTHING DIRECTLY FROM YOU BUT THAT YOU 
WOULD BE VERY WELCOME. HE NOTED THAT UN SYG WALDHEIM ARRIVES NEXT 
MONDAY, JULY 8, FOR A TWO-DAY OFFICIAL VISIT. I SAID THAT WE 

WOULD BE BACK IN TOUCH WITH VAN DER STOEL AS SOON AS WE LEARNED 
SOMETHING DEFINITIVE FROM YOU. 

2. REGARDLESS OF WHETHER YOU ARE ABLE TO STOP OFF IN THE HAGUE ON 
THIS OCCASION, I HOPE VERY MUCH THAT YOU WILL BE ABLE TO SCHEDULE
